j(d) Trees:- Felling of trees on forest and revenue land should be subject to the 
approved management plan by the Government or an authority nominated for

|[e) Water:- Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona-fide 
jg^iicultural and domestic consumption. No sale of ground water shall be 
jpermitted except with the prior approval of the State Ground Water Board. All 
bteps shall be taken to. prevent contamination or pollution of water including from 
^riculture. 

kp Noise pollution:- The Environment Department or the State Forest 
pepartment, Haryana shall be the authority to draw up guidelines and regulations 
for the control of noise in the Ebo-sensitive Zone. 

tg) Discharge of effluents:- No untreated or industrial effluent shall be 
TOrmitted to be discharged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone. 
{Treated effluent must meet the provisions of the Water (Prevention and Control 
|)f Pollution) Act. 1974.

ih) Solid Wastes:- The solid waste disposal shall be carried out as per the 
provisions of the Municipal Solid Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 
issued by the Central Government vide notification number - S.O. 908 (E), dated 
(he 25“’ S^tember 2000 as amended from time to time. The local authorities 
shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and 
hon-biodegi^adable components. The biodegradable material may be recycled 

I referably through composting or vermiculture. The inorganic material may be 
isposed in an environmentally acceptable mariner at a site identified outside the 
co-sensitive Zone. No burning or incineration of solid wastes shall be permitted 
Lthe Eco-sensitive Zone.
